RAILWAY WRECK. 


Collision of Trains on an 
Ohio Road. 


Eight Persons Crushed or Roasted to 
Death. 


The Disaster Caused by a Blunder of A 
Trainmen.

Other Eastern Di-«patches—The Miller-Piatt Fac- 
tions of New York Lay Their Gams Be- 
fore Gen. Harricon—Fairch id and 
the Gotham Frauds.

CLEVELAND (O.), Jan. 14.—[By the As 
sociated Press.] A frightful wreck occurred 
on the New York, Pen:sylvania and Ohio 
Railroad, near Tallmage, O., this morning, 
a passenger train colliding with one sec- 
tion of a freight which had broken in two. 
Eight persons were killed and a dozen in- 
jured, The list of killed is as follows: 

Robert G. Huntington of Galion, O., pas- 
senger engineer. 


William Walters of Galion, passenger 
fireman. 


J. F. Rushford of Galion, freight brake- 


man. 
Winam Lundy of Salamanca, N. T., ex- 
press messenger. 


Three Chinamen, whose names are un- 
known. 


Mary Ann Lyon of Idaho, aged 6, ticketed 
second-class to Cherry Creek, N.Y. 

Four of the injured are in a serious con- 
dition. 

A -Leader special from Akron gives the 
following particulars of the wreck: At 2:27 
this morning, train No. 8, east bound, while 
8 a sharp curve one and a half miles 
east ot Lallmage, came suddenly upon part 
of freight train No. 81. There was a dense 
fog, and this conspired, with other things, 
to make the accident beyond human power 
to avoid. Engineer Huntington had just 
time to reverse his engine when thed 

crash came. He was instantly killed. 
CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The freight was a heavy train and while 
it was climbing the grade a cc ing parted 
about the middie of the train. It was de- 
cided to resort to the common « xpedient of 
doubling up. Flagmen were seut out, one 
eastand another west, to warn any ap- 
proaching train. Brakeman Bradley was 
sent ahead to fi g the east-bound passenger, 
which was known to be about due. Mean- 
time the first part of the broken freight was 
taken to Tallmage station. The engine then 
returned to the second part. A signal was 
given 3 is said to have been to signal 
back the man stationed at the east. 
Flagman Bre ley took it to be for him also 
and started back tothe freight. The en- 
gineer of the freight train says that no re- 
call whistls was sounded, but at any rate 
Bradley heard it eo, and went back. The 
freight had just got under motion to go to 
Tallmage when the express came aiong. 
The momentum of the fast train was some- 
what checked dy the reverse, but the im- 
pact was terrific, nevertheless. The freight 
engineer and brakeman jumped and es- 
caped serious injury, The senger en- 
give was crushed into bits and mingled 
with the wreckage behind it. ‘he freight 
engine reared up and stood almost on end. 
Engineer Huntington and Fireman Waters 
were terribly crushed. The brave engineer 
was disembowelled, his head crushed and 
his limbs broken and doubled up. 

The passenger train consisted of a bag- 
gage and express car and smoker, a com- 
mon coach and two sleepers. 

THE GREATEST HORROR 

came when the baggage car and smoker, 
which telescoped with the common coach, 
took fire. Engineer Jones of the Kent 
yard engine, five miles off, began to be un- 
easy, and looking down the track saw the 
glare of the burning cars. After the acci- 
dent the two telescoped coaches appeared 
as one, and from the burning cars came 

roans and shrieks of the unfortunates. 

hen came a scene of terror, the strong 
struggling to escave the horrible death by 
fire, the weak and helpless and wound 
praying for succor from the flames that 
were fast enveloping them. One man. 
e Shaw, pinned in by wreckage, man- 
aged by superhuman efforts to release his 
lower limbs and escaped, cut and bruised. 
In the smoker were eight Chinamen. Five 
were pulled out alive, but half dead 2 
fright. Three were never seen after th 
crash, and bones and

gathered up in a bag were all that were 
fuund of then. The most pathetic of all 
scenes were those attending the death of 
iittle Mary Ann Lyon, an orphan, who was 
being sent through from Idaho on a second- 
class ticket to relatives in Cherry Creek, N. 
Y. Edward Peltzer, a passenger going 
to New York, telis this story of her death: 

“T noticed the little girl, who appeared to 
be all alone, and learned that she had been 
ticketed through to New York as a second- 
class passenger. She was a sweet-faced 
child, aud every time 1 visited the smoker |] 
interested myself in her. She said her 
parents were dead and she was going to 
Cherry Creek to live with some relatives. 
W hen the crash came I was iu my berth in 
the sleeper, and received only a slight 
shock, My first thought was of iittle Mary, 
and I rushed out of the car and to my hor- 
rer saw the smoker all in flames. 1 went 
outside opposite the partof the car where 
the littie one had sat, and found she had 
been wedged down by the seat, which had 
falien upon her. The flames were already 
surrounding her, a d finding that she could 
not be rescued I tled frum the spot.“ 

The passengers in the rear Pullman 
sleepers were hardly aroused by the con- 
cussion.

A BESTIAL CRIME. 


OUTKAGE OF A 10-YBAR-OLD 
Oil AT SAN PEDRO. 


Account of the Awfal Deed as Given 
by the Arresting Officer — The 
Fiend, Ramsey. a Saloon-keeper, 
Under Arrest. 


One of the most horrible rape cases ever 
chronicled in Southern California was com- 
mitted in San Pedro on the 20th of last 


month, but for some reason it has been kept 


quiet, and not a line of the affair has ap- 
peared in any of the newspapers. In many 
of its details it 1s far more horrible than the 
famous Gormlee case, which created such 
an excitement in this city about a year ago. 

The story is best told in the language of 
Deputy Constable A. J. Potter of San 
Pedro, who made the arrest and gave a 
Times reporter the following information 
regarding the crime yesterday: 

“T think it was on the 19th of last month 


that Lewis Brown of No. 15 My Ser street, 
East Los Angeles, came to San Pedro with 
his littie stepdaughter, Mary Walters, who 
is barely 10 years of age. Brown came 
down to seek employment, and, as he had 
no means with which to pay his board, he 
went to a saloon kept * Pete Ramsy. 
Ramsy and Brown were old friends, having 
known each other for some time, and as 
soon as Brown showed up Ramsy told him 
that he and his daughter were welcome, 
and that he (Ramsy) would do all in his 
power to assist Brown in securing em- 
ployment, 

“It was near evening when Brown and 
the little girl visited Ramsy’s joint, and the 
saloon man invi them to pass through 
the den tothe rear, where he slept and ate. 

“Kamsy is a single man, and lives by bim- 
self in the miserable den, and Brown hesi- 
tated about taking the child to such a place, 
but he was flat broke and had no choice, so 
he made up his mind to remain there until 
he could secure work, so he and the little 
girl cooked their supper, and quite early in 
the evening the child was put to bed in the 
only bed in the room. 

“Later in the night Brown and Ramsy re- 
tired in the same bed, and all three of them 
slept there. Brown objected to this ar- 
rangement, but there was no help for it, 
and he made up his mind to do the best he 
could. He thought a great deal of Ramsy, 
and never once suspected anything wrong, 
so the next — peo he rose early and 
started out to find wor 

“He was gone all day, and when he re- 
turned in the evening he was astonished to 
find the child still in bed. One glance at 
the poor little crekture told him tbat she 
was suffering great pain. He approached 
the bed and asked what ailed her. She 
said she was sick, but did not know what 
was the matter, and not another word 
could he get out of her for some time. 
When Brown entered the place, Ramsy 
was behind the bar, but when he went out 
to ask about his little girl, Ramsy disa 
peared. Brown then returned to the bed- 
room and insisted on knowing what 
‘troubled the little one, 

“she covered her poor little tear-stained 
face with the greasy old blanket, and, amid 
re ng and moans, toid how, after her father 

ft the house in the morning, Ramsy had 
entered the room and insisted on getting 
in bed with her. She attempted to run 
away, but the brute caught her and held 
his hand over her mouth while he ou 
her in a most brutal manner. 

“While he was accomplishing his fiendish 
—— the little thing fainted, and knew 

thing more until a few minutes before 
her father returned. She was then in such 

condition that she could not move, and 
Sept perfectly quiet until ber father came to 
her assistance, 

“Brown gave the alarm at once and med- 
{cal aid was called in. An examination 
was made and it was found that the child 
had been shockingly injured, At first the 
doctors thought the little thing could not re- 
cover, but good treatment and the best of 
nursing brought her around and she was 

nounced out of danger, although she has 

confined to her bed and is not yet able 

A complaint was en. out before Jus- 
tice Tonner and the warrant was placed in 
my bands. 1soon found Ramsy and placed 
him under arrest. He deelared that he was 
innocent of the charge and swore that he 
never touched the child, but she identified 
him and no one in San Pedro has any doubt 
as to his guilt. lie was taken before Jus- 
tice Tonner and released on $200 bail. The 
examination couid not be set for the reason 
that the doctors did not know when the 
child weuld be able to testify. 
two after 1 had business in 
and boarded the train. I noticed that 
Ramsy was on board and made up my 
mind to watch him, for it flashed across my 
mind that he was trying to escape. At the 
Long Beach junction my superior officer 
boarded the train and re-arrested Ramsy. 

“The rape fiend was taken back to 
Pedro, and his bail was raised to $500, which 
he has been unable to give, and remained 
iu jail ever since. 

Ihe little girl was brought to this city, 
and is now confined to her bed at No. 15 
Lyall street, East Los Angeles. The case 
was set for last Friday, but little Mary 
Walters was too ill to be removed, and the 
trial had to be postponed. I have just been 

over to see her, and I havea certificate from 
her physician, Mrs. Dr. Wagstaff, in which 
she says the child will not be able to 2 
pear in court next 5 the day 
which the case was postpon The Doctor 
says she cannot tell when the child will be 
able to appear in court. 

“No, there was no attempt made to lynch 
Ramsy, for the reason that the people did 
not know the particulars of the case, but if 
they had, there is no telling what might 
have happened.“ 

Ramsy has lived in San Pedro a number 
of years, and is wellknown. He is a man 
ot middle age, aud has no family. Up to 
the present time he has borne a very good 
character, and his friends think he may be 
able to throw the whole thing on somebody 
else when the case comes to trialNeat none 
ef them are willing to go on his bond, for 
the reas n that they are of the opinion that 
he was eying escape when he was-re- 
captured at the Long Beach junction.

HERE’S A STATE OF THINGS 


Four Suits Pending Against the In- 
ternational Company. 

Four sifits were entered in the United 
States Circuit Court, yesterday, by George 
Fuller, attorney for the Internatloual Com- 
pany of Mexico, on removal from the Su- 
perior Court of San Diego county. Tue 
first is a case brought by William Denton to 
recover $1,200,000 for surveying in Lower 
California. This is the same case that was 
originally brought by Denton ia the Circuit 
Court, and which was dismissed for want 
of jurisdiction, the plaintiff being an alien 
and the defendant a Connecticut corpora- 
tion. Denton then brought a new suit in 
the Superier Court at San Diego, in which 
the defendant made no objection to the 
jurisdiction, but obtained an order for re- 
moval to the Circuit Court, The second 
case is brought by R. E. Newland to re- 
cover $10,160.11, claimed to be due her for 
services and commissions and for moneys 
paid out for the use of the defendant. The 
third case is brought by C. W. Smith, claim- 
ing $100,000 damages. One-half of this sum 
is claimed for aileged fraudulent repre- 
sentations in inducing 
a contract for the sale of certain lands in 
Lower California, and the other haif is 
claimed for alleged breach by the defendant 
of the same contract. The fourth case is 
brought by Ricardo Orosco to recover the 
value of 10 days’ services as aeivil engineer 
in surveying the line of the Peninsular 
railway in Lower California and prep ring 
maps and — of the definitiye line 
thereof. The complaint alleges that the 
services were worth $5000, and that $2522.75 
have been paid on account, and that there 
remains due $2477.25,

ROYALTY has received a severe snub 
in England. The Royal College of 
Surgeons, having adopted a resolution 
severely censuring Mackenzie for pub- 
lishing his book about the illness of the 
German Emperor, and Mackenzie hav- 
ing learned of the fact, he invoked the 
direct interference of Empress Fred- 
erick and the Queen to head off the 
resolution. The Empress wrote a let- 
ter to the college, through the member 
who proposed the resolution, beseech- 
ing them not to take such a step, and 
indicating that Mackenzie wrote the 
bock at the solicitation of herself and 
the Queen, and that any censure passed 
on him must necessarily reflect on 
them, but, notwithstanding this strong 
appeal, the college decided to side with 
the German doctors. It is generally 
believed in England that professional 
jealousy, rather than professional 
honor, is at the bottom of this action. 


THE new gold camp in Yuma county 
bas had its baptism of blood, in the 
shape ofa murder. It is a common 
saying in the mining regions that no 
camp amounts to anything until it has 
had a man for breakfast’’—a very 
questionable foundation upon which to 
build a boom, By the way, a majority 
of those who are now crowding into 
Harqua Harla will be trying to get 
back within a few weeks. Eight years 
ago there was a big rush from Los An- 
geles to Arizona, but most of those 
who went have found their way back 
again before this.

The Situation at Samo. 


A few days ago a dispatch was re- 
ceived from London to the effect that 
European diplomatic circles were 
excited about the prospect of trouble 
arising between Germany and the 
United States over the Samoan ques- 
tion. This morning we publish a dis- 
natch stating that the Germans are 
much satisfied with the announce- 
ment by the American Government 
that the United States had no in- 
terest in Samoa that warranted 
it in maintaining a controversy 
with the German Government. Noth 
ing is known in this country of 
any such remarkable statement on the 
part of our Government, and if any 
such has been made, it must have been 
kept discreetly private by Secretary 
Bayard, who perhaps fears further 
public criticism of his weak-kneed for- 
eign policy. 

This Samoan question has grown in 
importance so gradually that few who 
are not specially interested in it have 
any very clear idea of the issues at 
stake. A glance at the origin and 
progress of the dispute may therefore 
prove interesting to our readers. 

About a year ago the Germans, who 
are largely interested by settlement 
and commerce in these islands, de- 
throned the king, Malitoa, and estab- 
lished a chief named Tamasese at the 
head of the government. 

This cruel and bloodthirsty tyrant, 
besides being a mere tool in the hands 
of the Germans, so heavily taxed the 
already poor populace that they rose in 
rebellion to his authority, and have 
undertaken to dethrone him, and estab- 
lish Malietoa Mataafa, a biother of the 
late king, upon the throne. They 
recognize in all of the arbitrary acts of 
Tamasese the influence of the agent of 
the German mercantile corpora- 
tion, one Brandeis by name, as 
really controlling the affairs of 
the islands, and by whose advice Tam- 
asese was governed. Brandeis is an 


ex- German officer, and is said to be 


well versed in the arts of modern war- 
fare. He is the real head of Tamasese's 
army. A battle was fought between 
the forces of Tamasese and those of 
Mataafa, at Apia, in which Tamasese’s 
party was worsted. They then removed 
to a place about eight miles distant 
from Apia, and established a fortifica- 
tion almost impregnable from the rear 
and accessible only in front by a nar- 
row strip of land about 50 yards wide. 
This pass Brandeis has covered by a 
Gatling gun, secured by German influ- 
ences. The party of Tamasese are 
provisioned from the stores of the Ger- 
man corporation, which stores are 
landed under the-German flag, and 
their position is almost impregnable, 
notwithstanding which fact, in recent 
fighting, the forces of King Mataafa 
have secured considerable advantage 
over those of the German protogé. 

At Apia are an English and Amer- 
ican gunboat and a German corvette, 
to protect the commercial interests of 
their respectiye, Governments. The 
German, vessel, becoming tired of pro- 


visioning the army of Tamasese, threat- 


ened, a couple of months ago, to bom- 
bard the besieging forces of Mataafa 
and drive them away from the fort, 
claiming as a pretense for such actiou 
that they were encamped upon Ger- 


man ground and had committed depre- 


dations upon German property. The 
British and American vessels at once 
got up steam and followed the German 
corvette. The American commander 
sent word to Tamasese that he under- 
stood his fort was on American prop- 
erty, and threatened to shell him un- 
less restitution was made for depreda- 
tions committed on American citizens. 

It looked at that time very much like 
a general rumpus, but after a consulta- 
tion between the German Consul and 
Mataafa, the German vessel returned 
to Apia, followed by the English and 
American boats, and the attitude of 
armed neutrality was again resumed. 
The English flag bad been planted on 
the ground occupied by Mataafa to 
prevent the Germans from firing upon 
him. On the other hand, the German 
man-of-war has warned Mataafa that 
Tamasese’s forces are on German ter- 
ritory, and that if they -were dttacked 
the German guns would open fire on 
Mataafa. 

Since that time affairs have grown 
more complicated, and more. German 
war vessels have been ordered to 
Samoa. It will thus be seen that the 
Germans are forcibly supporting a king 
who is not acceptable to the natives, 
having previously abducted the former 
king. Unless they baek down from 
the arrogant position which they seem 
to have assumed, it is difficult to see 
how a clash can be avoiaed after the 
new Administration comes in and we 
have a Secretary of State who is not 
afraid to maintain the honor of our 
flag. | 


Once More—First Street. 


From Fort to Los Angeles, First 
street has now been put in passable 
condition. From Los Angeles to Ala- 
meda, it is still in as deplorable and 
dismal a state as ever. What little 
paving is being done on this section 
is progressing at a rate which promises 
to need two years for its completion. 
Furthermore, the road is blockaded by 
barriers erected months ago by the 
cable railroad company, so that traffic 
is almost impossible, and the side- 
walks being mostly quagmires, both 
pedestrians and vehicles go half a 
mile out of their way rather than at- 
tempt to traverse the street. As a con- 
sequence, the small stores along the 
street have had to close their doors one 
after another for lack of patron- 
age, and those which remain are 
rapidly drifting into bankruptcy. 
Not the least evil connected 
with this wretched state of affuirs is 
the vile and poisonous odor which fol- 
lows the gradual drying of the filthy 
mud after a rain—an efluvium which 
guarantees a big crop of fevers and 
malaria to the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. 

Petitions and protests on this subject 
seem to have no effect whatever on the 
Council. Residents and property-own- 
ers will be ve to try and discover some 
other mae or less legal manner of 
puncturing the tough cuticle of the 
City Fathers. Itis difficult to believe 
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that they nave engaged in a deliberate! 


attempt to depreciate First-street prop- 
erty, but whatever, their motive may 
be, that is the effect of this action—or 
rather lack of action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The bearing by the House 
Committee on Territories on the claims ot 
the Territory of Utah for admission asa 
State of the Union was continued today. 
Mr. J. R. McBride of Salt Lake City ad- 
dressed the committee in opposition to the 
proposition for admission. He represented, 
he said, what might be termed the sentiment 
of the Territory. Wherever the Mormons 
had been, for some reason or other, they 
had been unable to get along with anybody 
except their own people. Their history had 
been one of constant struggle against the 


people and open rebeliion in the ered 
of Utah against the laws of the Uni 


States. He cited incidents to show, as he 
claimed, how — ora f it was understood 
that even titles to land came to the people 
not from the Government, but through the 
Mormon Church. Why is it, he asked, that 
these le have been unable to live in 
harmony with any people? There was no 
explauation except the one that they them- 
selves gave—that their system of govern- 
ment was at war with all 6thers. The 
theory of the Mormon Church, he said, was 
that all man-made governments are illegal. 

n a word, his objection to the admission of 
‘Utah as a State was because he believed 
the majority of the people of Utah are 
theocrats, who believe in a government of 
the priesthood, and do not believe in any 
other system of government. 

Further hearing was postponed until

IDAHO PROTESTS. .

A BIG SUIT. 


The Railroad Land Grant Cases in 
Court. 

Ore of the most important cases ever 
tried in Southern California was argued and 
submitted in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday. It is the case of the United 
States vs. the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and others. The case involves 
the overlapping land grants to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad (now forfeited) and 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. The con- 
tention is now between the Government as 
successor in interest of the forfeited grant 
to the Atlantic and Pacific, on the one hand, 
and the Southern Pacific Kailroad Company 
and its grantees on the other. The land 
involved amounts to nearly one million 


acres.

United States Attorney, 
and Joseph H. Call, special counsel, also 
this city. 

The questions 1 can only be finally 
determined by the United States Supreme 
Court, to which the case will be appealed.
